Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon  is  the  new  vice  president  for  academic  af¬ 
fairs.  He  succeeds  Dr.  John  Nichols,  who  resigned  the  position  to 
serve  full-time  as  a  professor  of  philosophy  and  Core  Curriculum 
Coordinator. 

Dr.  Shannon  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  (Phi  Beta  Kappa)  in 
1971  from  Marquette  University  in  English  and  Classics,  an  M.Ed. 
from  Boston  University  in  1972,  and  a  Ph.D.  in  Curriculum  and 
Administration  from  Marquette  University  in  1978. 

Shannon  comes  to  us  from  Saint  Joseph's  University,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pennsylvania.  He  has  a  cumulative  fourteen  years  of  experi¬ 
ence  in  higher  education,  several  of  which  were  in  administration 
at  the  division,  chair  and  director  level.  His  extensive  involvement 
in  university-wide  policy  setting  and  governance  include  experi¬ 
ences  in  higher  education  administration  at  Harvard  University, 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  American  Council  on  Edu¬ 
cation  Fellows  Program.  He  has  had  considerable  consulting  expe¬ 
rience,  and  directed  over  100  staff  development  workshops  in 
schools  and  universities  throughout  the  country. 

Shannon  and  his  wife,  Mary,  have  two  children.  Erica  age  19  and 
Sean  age  17.  Erica  is  a  sophomore  at  Mount  St.  Mary's  College  in 
Md.  and  Sean  is  a  senior  in  high  school  in  Abington,  Pa.

Grants  Received  at  SJC 

Allen  Berger,  professor  of  anthropology  and  assistant  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs,  was  one  of  14  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  at  Indiana  independent  colleges  and  universities  selected 
by  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.  for  its  Summer  Stipend  Program  to 
develop  new  courses  for  their  institutions.  Berger  used  the 
$5,000  award  to  work  this  summer  on  a  course  entitled  "The 

Prospects  for  Democratic  Community."

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Columbian  Players  Celebrate  100  years 

I  have  thought  often  of  our  campus  drama  club,  the  Columbian  Players,  during  its  centen¬ 
nial  year  1992.  Truly,  from  its  inception  when  it  was  called  the  Columbian  Literary  Society, 
founded  October  21, 1892,  it  established  what  is  now  the  oldest,  long-standing  club  on  campus. 
A  tradition  of  excellence  brought  to  it  by  former  directors.  Father  Paul  Speckbaugh,  Father 
Lawrence  Heiman  and  others,  has  always  been  maintained.  Quality  productions  of  dramatic 
superiority  have  been  the  hallmark  of  this  organization.  Plays  from  every  genre  of  dramaturgy 
have  been  mounted  for  student  and  public  entertainment  from  the  time  of  the  club's  beginning. 
Indeed,  from  Oedipus  Rex  and  Othello  to  Man  Of  La  Mancha  and  Grease,  one  of  our  more  re¬ 
cent  productions  under  the  club's  current  director.  Professor  John  Rahe,  student  actors  have 
graced  the  Saint  Joseph's  stage  with  professional  perfection  and  expertise.  Many  of  them  from 
Ed  Fisher,  noted  Notre  Dame  professor  and  author,  to  Mark  Doss,  a  performing  artist  with  pro¬ 
fessional  opera  companies,  are  living  testimonials  to  this  fact. 

The  Columbian  Players,  as  an  academic  and  entertainment  medium,  has  also  reflected  the 
spirit  of  Saint  Joseph's  College  in  contributing  to  a  deep  sense  of  community  pervading  all  of 
its  activities.  Students  engaged  in  public  productions  have  learned  the  vagaries  and  vicissi¬ 
tudes  of  working  together  for  the  common  good  of  all,  a  challenge  frequently  encountered  in 
daily  living.  Moreover,  they  have  with  pride  accomplished  the  goal  of  successful  production,  a 
gratifying  achievement  which  is  the  reward  of  all  aspiring  performers.

The  Fellows  Program  is  a  time-honored  giving  category 
which  dates  back  to  the  1960s  when  Father  Raphael  Gross, 
the  then  President  of  the  College,  initiated  the  program  as 
one  of  the  few  fund-raising  arms  of  the  institution. 

In  those  days,  it  required  a  $1000  pledge  of  indefinite 
duration  to  become  a  Fellow.  Through  the  years,  the  Fel¬ 
lows  Program  has  grown  to  over  3400  members.  The  tradi¬ 
tion  is  strong  and  identification  with  the  program  among 
alumni  and  friends  is  immediate.  Other  giving  clubs  have 
been  established,  some  at  substantially  higher  levels,  but 
the  emotional  attachment  to  the  Fellows  Program  is  ongo¬ 
ing.  Several  years  ago,  the  Fellows  guidelines  were 
changed  to  a  pledge  of  $1000  over  a  3-year  period.

Institute  for  Entrepreneurial  Education 


Saint  Joseph's  College  enters  its  second  century  with  the  advent  of  the  Institute  for  Entrepre¬ 
neurial  Education,  the  springboard  for  a  recommitment  to  ENTREPRENEURSHIP  -  the  wellsource  of 
American  ingenuity  and  economic  prowess.  The  Institute  will  focus  on  involving  entrepreneurs  in 
the  processes  of  academic  offerings  for  degrees,  certificates  and  continuing  education  offerings  and 
opportunities. 

The  academic  offerings  will  be  in  the  form  of  a  minor  and  major  with  a  course  being  introduced 
each  semester  of  the  academic  year  1992-93.  These  will  be  expanded  into  a  six-course  sequence  to  be 
offered  on  a  rolling  basis  each  semester  of  future  academic  years.  The  first  graduate  course  will  be 
offered  in  the  Summer  of  1993  for  educators  at  all  grade  levels  of  our  schools.  It  is  intended  to  en¬ 
courage  them  to  develop  a  skill  package  to  introduce  the  concepts  and  role  of  Entrepreneurship  to 
their  students  during  their  formative  years. 

Additionally,  the  Institute  will  interface  with  alumni,  business  leaders  and  business  organizations 
for  cooperation,  direction,  participation  and  support.  The  initialization  of  the  process  found  its  roots 
in  the  "Executive  in  Residence  Program"  which  invited  several  business  leaders  to  campus  for  a  day 
to  present  programs  to  our  students.  This  was  made  possible  through  an  effective  network  of  our 
alumni,  their  efforts  and/or  direct  participation. 

Ron  Miniat,  '50,  a  successful  entrepreneur  in  the  foods  service  area  in  Chicago,  has  been  the  cata¬ 
lyst  for  adding  entrepreneurship  to  the  Saint  Joseph's  College  curriculum.  Executives  in  Residence  to 
date  represent  a  cross  section  of  business  leaders  including  alumni,  trustees,  and  those  who  had  no 
previous  relationship  with  the  college. 

The  evolution  of  the  Institute  has  been  the  result  of  the  symphonic  energies  of  the  alumni,  ad¬ 
ministration,  faculty  and  staff  of  Saint  Joseph's  College.  The  future  will  call  on  the  mettle  of  these  in¬ 
dividuals,  groups  and  organizations  to  enable  the  attainment  of  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute.

Alumni  Profile 


Today's  college  graduates  are  turning  more  and  more  to  the  small  business  area 
for  employment  and  opportunity.  In  keeping  with  its  tradition  of  being  among  the 
first  to  respond  to  changing  needs.  Saint  Joseph's  College  is  launching  an  Entrepre¬ 
neurial  Education  Program.  The  college  has  produced  a  number  of  successful  entre¬ 
preneurs  over  the  years.  One  of  the  most  unique  and  successful  is  Peter  Shen,  a  1963 
graduate. 

Imagine  turning  your  back  on  high-paying,  prestigious,  executive  positions  with 
two  major  corporations  to  purchase  a  defunct  company  that  produces  a  product  that 
nobody  appears  to  have  any  use  for.. ..and  then  imagine  yourself  a  decade  later  own¬ 
ing  one  of  the  industry  leaders  in  a  field  that  continues  to  expand  and  grow. 

If  you  can  stretch  your  imagination  to  such  wild  extremes,  then  you  can  say 
you've  lived  some  of  the  life  of  Peter  Shen. 

Shen  began  living  out  his  dream  of  running  his  own  company  in  1982  when  he 
purchased  Electronic  and  Energy  Technology,  a  division  of  Beatrice  Foods. 

"I'd  always  wanted  to  own  my  own  company,"  says  Shen,  who  worked  as  Vice- 
President  of  Operations  for  Beatrice  when  that  corporation  began  a  phase  of  divesti¬ 
tures  that  put  EET  on  the  market.  "I  just  couldn't  pass  up  the  opportunity." 

When  the  sale  was  finalized  in  1982,  Shen  found  himself  with  a  company  that  had  four  employees  and  manufactured  a 
product  that  was  in  slim  demand  worldwide:  electronic  ballasts. 

Ballasts  are  used  to  help  stabilize  the  gases  that  are  present  in  fluorescent  lights.  In  1982,  the  market  was  dominated 
by  magnetic  ballasts  that  had  several  drawbacks  such  as  high  energy  consumption,  excessive  weight  and  a  tendency  to 
'leak'  when  they  got  old. 

Electronic  ballasts  were  designed  to  overcome  some  of  these  shortcomings,  and  like  most  new  products,  had  more 
skeptics  than  buyers. 

Nonetheless,  Shen  had  faith  that  his  new  company,  which  he  renamed  Electronic  Ballast  Technology,  would 
prosper.. ..and  after  some  lean  years  it  has. 

Today  EBT  has  annual  sales  of  $60-70  million,  employs  about  600  people,  has  a  net  worth  in  excess  of  $70  million  and 
is  a  leader  in  an  industry  that  produces  in  excess  of  160  million  units  annually. 

Just  how  did  Peter  Shen  accomplish  all  this  with  a  company  that  a  corporate  giant  like  Beatrice  had  written  off  as  a 
loser'. 

"Timing  is  everything  in  business.  We  had  a  product  that  was  simply  years  ahead  of  its  time.  I  know  there  were  some 
problems  with  the  product  that  had  to  be  worked  out,  but  I  believed  the  worldwide  energy  shortage  was  a  greater  one.  I 
knew  that  sooner  or  later  the  advantages  of  electronic  ballasts  would  be  seen  by  everyone." 

The  biggest  advantage  to  the  electronic  ballast  is  its  ability  to  conserve  energy  with  a  more  constant  flow  of  electricity 
to  the  fluorescent  light. 

Comfort  is  another  factor.  With  a  more  constant  flow  of  electricity  the  almost  imperceptible  flicker  that  was  a  common 
trait  of  fluorescent  lights  disappears. 

New  applications  and  functions  for  fluorescent  lights  are  also  possible  with  electronic  ballast,  such  as  the  addition  of 
dimmer  switches  that  control  the  intensity  of  light. 

This  has  led  to  other  applications  which  have  found  fluorescent  lights  being  coordinated  in  office  settings  with  natural 
light.  As  the  natural  light  fades,  the  fluorescent  light  intensifies  automatically. 

"I  always  liked  the  potential  for  the  electronic  ballasts.  Still,  the  decision  to  buy  EET  was  a  difficult  one  for  me.  At  that 
time  I  was  entertaining  offers  from  both  Emerson  Electronics  and  Borg  Warner  to  be  Division  President.  I  never  regretted 
my  decision,  but  for  a  time  I  wondered  whether  I  had  made  a  mistake,"  says  Shen,  whose  career  in  electronics  began 
shortly  after  his  graduation  from  Saint  Joseph's. 

"Building  the  company  was  a  long  and  painful  process  for  me.  I  lost  over  a  million  dollars  between  1983-1987,  and 
several  times  bankruptcy  was  close  at  hand,"  says  Shen. 

"However,  once  I  got  into  EBT  I  knew  success  would  come.  I  never  doubted  that.  The  question  was  not  'if'  the  com¬ 
pany  would  be  successful  but  'when'.  I  was  lucky  to  hold  out  long  enough  to  see  it." 

Today,  sitting  in  his  Los  Angeles-area  office,  directing  one  of  the  world's  leading  manufacturers  of  electronic  ballasts, 
Peter  Shen  serves  as  living  proof  that  with  the  right  combination  of  timing,  patience  and  perseverance  anything  is  possible 
for  the  entrepreneur  with  the  right  product. 

Shen  and  his  wife  Dorothy  have  two  sons,  Marcus,  23,  a  grad  student  at  the  University  of  Califomia-Berkley  and  Alex, 
20,  a  third  year  pre-med  student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.

"We  have  no  inalienable  right  to  happiness;  only  the  inalienable  right  to  pursue  it,"  was 
the  focus  of  the  address  given  by  James  P.  Lennane  to  the  188  seniors  on  May  3rd  during 
Saint  Joseph's  College's  97th  annual  commencement  exercises. 

Now  living  in  Naples,  Fla.,  Lennane  attended  Saint  Joseph's  from  1957  through  1959.  He 
earned  a  bachelor's  and  master's  degree  in  mathematics  from  the  University  of  Detroit,  then 
took  a  job  with  IBM,  eventually  started  his  own  company,  and  sold  it  in  1989. 

Lennane  was  presented  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  Degree  from  Saint  Joseph's  during 
commencement  exercises  in  1991. 

He  is  an  entrepreneur,  investor  and  a  student  of  both  emerging  technologies  and  eco¬ 
nomic  strategies. 

It  was  through  his  philanthropy  that  Saint  Joseph's  Arts  and  Science  Building  was  reno¬ 
vated  during  the  summer  of  1991  at  a  cost  of  over  $1  million. 

Doctor  of  Laws  Honorary  Degree  recipients  for  their  long-time  commitment  to  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  were:  Robert  '43  and  Genevieve  Causland  of  Vero  Beach,  Fla.,  and  John  Dunn  '40  of 
Tiffin,  Ohio. 


Robert  and  Genevieve  returned  to 
Saint  Joseph's  as  married  students  for  a  year  of  refresher  courses  after 
World  War  II.  Genevieve  Causland  can  claim  status  as  the  first  coed 
at  Saint  Joseph's. 

Dunn  was  a  freshman  in  the  very  first  class  admitted  to  the  school 
after  it  became  a  four-year  college  in  1936  and  was  a  member  of  the 
college's  first  four-year  graduating  class. 

Both  Robert  Causland  and  John  Dunn  are  members  of  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  Advisory  Board.

WPUM-FM  Celebrates  15th  Anniversary 

WPUM-FM,  Saint  Joseph's  College's  campus  radio  station,  is  celebrating  its  15th  anniversary  September  7, 1992.  It 
was  on  that  date  in  1977  that  the  station  changed  its  call  letters  from  WOWI  and  went  on  the  air  as  an  FM  over-the-air 
broadcast  station.  Since  then,  the  station  has  served  the  college  and  the  Rensselaer  community  as  it  trains  future  broad¬ 
casters  majoring  in  Radio/Television. 

"We  are  quite  excited  by  the  station's  15th  anniversary,"  said  Brian  Simmons,  assistant  professor  of  communications 
and  faculty  advisor  to  the  station.  "It  is  a  good  chance  for  us  to  take  stock  of  where  the  station  has  been  and  where  it  is 
going." 

Various  events  are  planned  to  celebrate  the  station's  anniversary.  On  September  7th,  WPUM-FM  is  having  a  barbecue 
and  live  music  as  a  way  of  saying  thank  you  to  the  listeners.  The  event  will  take  place  on  the  mall  between  Gallagher, 
Noll,  and  Halas  dorms.  "All  current  SJC  students  and  alumni  are  invited,"  said  Simmons.  On  Saturday,  October  3,  all 
WPUM  alumni  are  invited  to  a  15th  anniversary  lunch.  The  lunch  will  be  in  Halleck  cafeteria  and  can  be  paid  at  the  door. 
This  is  part  of  the  Homecoming /Reunion  activities. 

WPUM-FM  is  housed  in  the  chapel  basement  and  is  operated  by  students  of  Saint  Joseph's  College.  The  station  plays 
all  varieties  of  rock  music  17  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  "Our  mission  is  to  provide  hands-on  experience  to  those 
students  majoring  in  Radio/TV,  while  at  the  same  time  serving  the  campus  and  local  communities."  In  addition  to  play¬ 
ing  music,  WPUM-FM  boasts  an  award-winning  news  department  and  extensive  coverage  of  SJC  sports.  Over  60  students 
worked  with  the  station  during  the  past  school  year.
